ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Authorities say the 


names of soul music singer Aretha Franklin, 
the Rev. Martin Luther King Sr. and other 
prominent blacks were on two "death lists" 
compiled by Marcus Wayne Chenault, the man 
charged with killing Mrs. King Sr. 


Sgt. Berlyn Compton of the Atlanta Police 


Department said one of the lists had 10 names 
and was found in Chenault's apartment at 
Columbus, Ohio, where he formerly attended 
Ohio State University. The other list was 
compiled from police interviews, Compton 
said. 


Compton said other names on the lists in- 


cluded the Rev. Ralph David Abernathy, presi- 
dent of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference; civil rights leader Jesse Jackson, 
and the Rev. "Ike" 
Eikenkoetter, an 


evangelist. 


Chenault, a 23-year-old black man from 


Dayton, Ohio, is in jail here charged with 
killing Mrs. King and a church deacon and 
wounding another woman in the shooting spree 
Sunday at Ebenezer Baptist Church in Atlanta. 


An attorney for Chenault said Tuesday his 


client has denied belonging to any organized 
group. 


Attorney Randy Bacote said Chenault told 


him he had "never been a party to any group, 
organization or following." 


The Dayton (Ohio) Journal Herald said in a 


copyright story Tuesday that Chenault be- 
longed to a group known as "The Troop," which 
believes black ministers should be punished 
because they have misled their people. 
Boy Helps to Put 
Giraffe Together 


SEATTLE (AP) — Elevenyear-old Tom 


Zimmerman wants to be a veterinarian, so he's 
been boning up on his anatomy. For the past six 
months he's spent every Saturday assembling 
the skeleton of Duke, a giraffe. 


The 14-foot creature, which died in 1970 at 


Seattle's Woodland Park Zoo, now towers over 
the crowd at the Seattle Center where it is on 
display. Unveiling ceremonies took place 
Tuesday. 


Zimmerman was the youngest of 20 students 


involved in the project. It began when Walter 
Simon, a radio talk show host, started a drive 
for volunteers to patch up old Duke. The bones 
were preserved by zookeepers who thought 
them too valuable to throw away but who 
lacked funds to reassemble them. 
Avocado Rustlers 
No Joke to Farmers 


FALLBROOK, Calif. (AP) — A standup 


comic could probably get 30 minutes and 90 
laughs with tales of "The Avacado Rustlers," 
but it's no joke to growers of the fruit in South- 
ern California. 


Midway through this season's 
harvest, 


thieves have stolen almost $1 million worth of 
the state's $28-million crop. Most of the 
avocados are grown in the Fallbrook area, in 
San Diego County, and nestled among leathery 
leaves in often-unfenced, rural orchards, the 
green fruit are tempting targets. 


Many of the stolen avocados apparently are 


sold at cut-rate prices to independent food 
stores and roadside stands. 


Growers generally get 45 cents a pound for 


the fruit. 


"The losses are in the millions of pounds, not 


counting the penny-ante stuff such as 50 or 100 
pounds, which are common losses," says G.J. 
Clasen, president of the Avocado Growers 
Bargaining Council. 


"A grower lost 1,600 pounds once, and I'm not 


even considering thefts like that. Whole groves 
of 10 or 15 acres have been stripped com- 
pletely." 


A few ranchers .and grove managers are 


carrying shotguns and have new watchdogs. 
Burglar alarm systems have been installed. 
Signs warn: "Avocado rustiers will be pros- 
ecuted." 


But none of the measures — plus a state law 


making theft of more than $50 worth of avo- 
cados grand larceny and a growers' reward of 
$250 for information leading to conviction of 
fruit filchers — has deterred the thieves. 


Sheriff's officers are trying to patrol the 


whole area, at least occasionally.

Street Projects Okayed

Given Tentative Approval 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The farm price of 


milk has dropped sharply since March and 
there are signs consumers are paying less at 
retail counters for it and other dairy products, 
says the Agriculture Department. 


Further, the department's 
Outlook and 


Situation Board said Tuesday, when farm milk 
prices go up again seasonally next fall the gains 
probably will be less than the record jumps last 
year. 


"Lower wholesale prices for dairy products 


are now being reflected to some extent at the 
retail level," the board said in a report 
"Consequently, the June retail dairy price 
index may be down from May, the first month- 
to-month drop in almost two years." 


New government figures on retail food prices 


in June will not be ready until later this month. 
Meantime, a USDA market basket shows con- 
sumers paid a record 80.4 cents per one-half 
gallon of milk in May.

mission that cable TV now has 
12 channels for local viewers 
instead of the original nine 
channels. He said increased 
cost of operations and technical 
assistance prompts the com- 
pany's request for a rate hike. 


Bill 
Hicks, 
manager 
of 


Corsicana's cable operations, 
said the system is privately 
owned 
and 
operated. 
The 


corporation is owned by four 
persons, including Parker. 


The other three owners live 


out of town, according to Hicks. 
Efforts 
to 
contact' Parker 


concerning the rate change 
proved unsuccessful. 


The cable operation has a 


franchise agreement with the 
city and pays a fee of three per 
cent of its annual gross income. 


' That fee is estimated to be 


approximately $2,500 this year, 
according to the budget. 


Low bid of $168,166 was ac- 


cepted by the commission for 
tour bond projects. That bid was 
by Uvalde Construction Co. of 
Dallas. 


Other bids were $184,050 by 


Hable Brothers Construction

LOW BID for the penetration 


work was 88 cents per square 
yard by James Bradley of Fort 
Worth. The city manager said 
Hable's crushed stone — base 
material for the work — is 
superior to others and "cer- 
tainly justifies the extra ex- 
pense." 


Ballenger said Hable is "a 


local contractor" and 
offers 


"superior rock" for the project, 
concluding he "can justify" 
taking the higher bid for these 
reasons. 


Ballenger said he estimates

Clean-Up Reports Slated 
At Each Commission Meet 


Unanimous in its support of the city's

complaint or suggestion for action. At the end 
of each day, he said, the calls would be 
studied. 


Items relating to city functions would be 


turned over to Ballenger, Comm. Lightfoot 
said, and other items would be directed to the 


proper agency. 


FINAL PLANS for implementing the ideas 


have not been made, according to Comm. 
Lightfoot. He said he hopes to have more 
information on the project soon. 


He told the commission the city needs to 


"continue to show the people (of Corsicana) 
we're interested" in the clean-up drive. 


"Mr. Ballenger has taken some real 


positive steps already," the commissioner 
added, noting the city manager's efforts to 
toughen up enforcement of ordinances.

Police Chief Warns 
Of Fireworks in City

Police Chief Don Massey has 


reminded the public anew that 
Corsicana has an ordinance — 
as do most municipalities — 
banning "the sale, purchase, 
possession or firing of fireworks 
inside the city limits". 


"We are going to enforce this 


ordinance stiffer than we ever 
have before," Chief Massey 
warned the public. 


He pointed out, once again, 


the ban was enacted as a safety 
measure to reduce the hazard of 
serious fires set off by shooting 
firecrackers. 


"It's a lot drier this year, as 


we haven't had as much rain as 
in past years, and the hazards of 
a fire starting or spreading 
from 
fireworks 
are 
much 


greater. For this reason, we are 
going to be rigidly enforcing the 
ordinance," Chief Massey said. 


He said he is aware that each 


year firework stands open for 
business just outside the city 
limits during the week of July 4 
and 
during 
the 
Christmas 


holiday season, and that adults 
buy fireworks for their small 
children and older youth buy for 
themselves. 


Chief Massey said he is giving 


instructions 
today 
to 
all 


policemen, as they patrol to the 
city limits on the fringes of town 
to observe for activity of pur- 
chases by persons who would be 
bringing illegal fireworks back 
into town. 


"If we catch anyone firing off 


fireworks or in their possession 
this year we are going to file 
charges 
on 
them," 
Chief 


Massey said, whereas in past 
years 
officers 
have 
issued 


"warnings" to those violating 
the ordinance to "quit setting 
off" the fireworks. 


'74 May See Last 
Fireworks in the U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - This 


may be the last Independence 
Day to be celebrated with the 
traditional 
crackle 
of 
fire- 


crackers. 


The U.S. Consumer Product 


Safety Commission already has 
tried to ban use of firecrackers. 
But they remain legal, at least 
for now, in 18 states. 


The commission ban had 


been set to go into effect June 
18, but the industry opposed the 
ban as well as proposed new 
safety and labeling require- 
ments on other types of fire- 
works, legal in 33 states. 


So the action fizzled into a 


delay, with a public hearing 
now set for July 18 and at least 
a 120-day period after the hear- 
ing before the regulations can 
take effect. 


The center of the opposition 


had been fireworks makers in 
Oklahoma and Hong Kong, as 
well as Chinese-American resi- 
dents of Hawaii, who com- 
plained that firecrackers are 
used in some of their religious 
observances. 


The commission says fire- 


crackers were responsible for a 
major share of the 6,500 fire- 
works-related 
injuries 
last 


year. But the industry chal- 
lenged the figures, and pointed 
out that the only deaths last 
year resulted from public fire- 
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works displays, which would 
not be banned. 


The 
largest 
firecrackers, 


cherry bombs, M-80s and silver 
salutes, have been illegal since 
1967 except to scare birds away 
from crops. 


Such items as Roman candles 


and sparklers would not be 
banned, but would have to meet 
safety standards. 


Both sides agree that fire- 


works now are safer than ever. 


The 
National 
Geographic 


Society has reported that dur- 
ing the first 30 years of this 
century 4,290 Americans were 
killed by fireworks. In 1903 
alone the toll was 466 deaths 
and 3,943 injuries.

'HowMuch More 
Can I Take,' 
Cries Martin 
Luther King Sr. 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - A 


grieving 
Dr. Martin Luther 


King 
Sr., 
his shirt-sleeves 


stained with his wife's blood, 
cried, "How much more can I 
take? How much more can I 
take1? 


"In some ways, it's worse 


than the assassination," said 
the stocky, gray-haired minis- 
ter about the slaying Sunday of 
his wife Alberta, G9, as she 
played the organ in the Ebene- 
zer Baptist Church. 


He referred to the 1968 killing 


of his famed civil rights leader 
son, Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr., winner of the Nobel Peace 
prize. Less than 1(5 months lat- 
er, King lost his younger and 
last son, A.D., who drowned in 
the swimming pool of his home. 


King, 74, was not preaching 


at his Ebenezer church Sunday 
because he planned to leave 
early to catch a plane for a 
speaking engagement in New- 
ark, N.J. 


Hours after the shooting, as 


he sat in his home near a large 
portrait of Martin, King said, 
"I don't hate nobody. I'm ev- 
erybody's brother." 


Watching a television news- 


cast which reported he was un- 
der sedation at a hospital, King 
declared, "Oh no, I'm not!" 


"I think that typifies Daddy 


King," .^aid the Rev. J. Ran- 
dolph Taylor, a longtime friend 
of King's. "He's a very strong 
man." 


In a recent interview, King 


said of his 
nine 
fatherless 


grandchildren, "I live for them, 
I'm the only man in their life." 


"It's going to shorten my 


days, but I have got to see my 
grandchildren 
through," 
he 


said. 


Four of his 10 grandchildren 


are the children of Martin, five 
are A.D.'s and one is the son of 
his only surviving child, Mrs. 
Isaac Farris. 


The mood in the King house- 


hold Sunday night was quiet, 
with at least 60 friends paying 
their respects. These included 
the wife of Georgia's governor, 
Mrs. Jimmy Carter, and Ivan 
Allen III, son of the former 
mayor of Atlanta. 


Isaac Farris, one of two 


grandsons who were in the 
church when Mrs. King was 
shot, said, "We thought every- 
body loved my grandmother. 
Even the people who made 
trouble were close to her." 


Likely 
House Is 
to Leave 
Export-Import 
Bank Buried 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 30- 


day extension for the legally 
expired Export-Import Bank 
faces heavy opposition in the 
House from congressmen who 
want to curb its credit loans for 
Soviet trade. 


The bank's legal authority ex- 


pired at midnight. The 30-day 
extension was to be considered 
today under a special proce- 
dure that required a two-thirds 
vote for approval. 


The extension bill is on a 


busy three-day agenda for the 
House before it begins a long 
July Fourth weekend recess. 
The Senate is taking the whole 
week off. 


The agenda includes a $200 


million authorization for Am- 
trak passenger railroad service 
and an effort to get the House 
to reverse its rejection of a $1.5 
billion contribution for loans to 
poor countries, approved by the 
Senate. 


A large bloc- of House mem- 


bers have announced they will 
try to impose restrictions in the 
Export-Import Bank's regular 
renewal bill against subsidized 
credit loans for Soviet trade. 


The bank makes 6 to 7 per 


cent loans for U.S. exports for 
foreign trade, including Soviet 
trade in the past two years, 
and subsidizes the difference 
between the 6 or 7 per cent and 
whatever the going market rate 
is. 


Opponents daily blocked ef- 


forts last week to win unani- 
mous consent approval of the 
30-day 
extension 
while 
the 


bank's regular renewal bill is 
being drafted. 


The opponents contended the 


bank might approve new Soviet 
loans during the 30 days. 


End of legal authority for the 


bank was expected to result in 
some 300 U.S. banks being in- 
structed by the Export-Import 
Bank not to make any new 
commitments on the bank's 
loans for foreign trade. 


Senate Majority Leader Mike 


Mansfield said Congress is on 
its way toward compiling an 
excellent record despite the 
pressures of "Watergate and 
related matters." 


In a compilation placed in the 


' Congressional Record and a 
weekend interview, Mansfield 
said the Senate is nearing com- 
pletion of action on most of its 
1974 priority bills.

You may now telephone your 


social security office to file a 
claim or get information. Or if 
you are already a beneficiary, 
you can phone to change your 
address or make any other 
report, according to David 
Helmer, manager of the social 
security office in Corsicana. 


Use of the telephone may save 


you a trip. Helmer especially 
urged that beneficiaries use the 
telephone to report changes that 
affect payments, such as a 
marriage, death, or change in 
earnings of a beneficiary. The 
telephone is faster; the time 
saved includes that usually 
spent looking for a parking 
space, and waiting inside the 
office for a personal interview. 


It works this way. Say you 


want to apply for social security 
payments or Medicare. The 
application will be filled out 
from 
information 
that you 


furnish by telephone. Then the 
application will be mailed to 
you for signature and return. If 
documents such as birth cer- 
tificates are needed, you may 
mail them 
with

plication, but these will be 
returned to you, Helmer said.

Ennis City Council 
Holds Busy Session

ENNIS—During an hour-long 


meeting last night, the Ennis 
City Council considered about a 
dozen items of business, in- 
cluding reviews of sewer plant 
expansion, 
airport 
im- 


provements, weed control and 
the recycling program. 


City Manager Hayden Routh 


reported that a total of over one- 
half million pounds of paper and 
cardboard have been collected 
through the city's recycling 
efforts. He said the price of 
paper is down considerably 
since the project 
began in 


January, but one of the biggest 
values of recycling is keeping 
the paper items from taking up 
valuable space in the city's 
sanitary landfill. 


Routh 
reported 
Ennis 


Municipal Airport will be closed 
Tuesday and Wednesday of this 
week as black-topping repairs 
are made on the runway. He 
added that improper drainage 
is a problem at the airport, and 
a big part of the runway may 
eventually need to be ripped up 
and replaced. 


The city's new sewage plant is 


"beginning to take shape," 
Routh reported. He said it 
should be completed by the Feb. 
1 deadline called for in the 
contract. 


Routh also reported on the 


city's weed problem, saying it 
represents a serious fire haz- 


• zard. He said about two-thirds 


of the violations involving weed 
removal have been taken care 
of. 


The council reappointed the 


present members of the city's 
tax 
equalization 
board, in- 


cluding Robert Rice, 
Harry 


Stone, and Lee Tamplin. 


About a half-dozen residents 


living along Lampassas Ave. 
appeared before the council to 
complain of what they said is an 
almost constant and deafening 
noise caused by trucks using the 
street to bypass 
downtown 


Ennis. City Manager Routh and 
the council agreed to look into 
the problem, but Routh said, 
"Leagally, I don't think we can 
prohibit the trucks." 


A request by property owner 


Eric Moucka that he be reim- 
bursed by the city for $222 of his 
money used to help pay for 
paving Telico Road was denied 
by the council because the debt 
was incurred prior to Ennis' 
consolidation of the property. 


Moucka incurred the debt 


when he was in charge of 
collecting money from other 
citizens along Telico Road in 
order to pave the road. Three 
property owners failed to pay 
their share, and Moucka used 
his own money to pay the 
contractor. 


The 
council granted city 


employees a day off on July 4. 
Routh said an attempt will be 
made to make all trash pickups 
on Friday.

paid to a Dallas company for 
the service, and bids are not

The council heard complaints 


from a Mr. Sharpley of 906 
Sherman, who requested a $35 
refund because, he said, his 
water was not turned on by the 
city after he made a deposit for 
the service. 


Mayor W. D. Murff informed 


the man that no action could be 
taken on the matter, since 
Sharpley's appearance was not 
listed on the agenda prior to the 
meeting as required by law.

Gardener's Guide 


By Gene Sears 


County Extension Agent 


It is not too late to plant that 


shrub border or screen if balled 
and burlapped or container 
Hrown plants are used. 


A screen is frequently needed 


to provide privacy, hide an 
objectionable view, serve as a 
wind break or to reduce traffic 
noise. Rather than using a 
masonry wall or board fence 
around the entire area, the 
same effect can be achieved by 
usin^ several plants of the same 
species 
before 
changing 


variety. For example, locate 
five or six yaupon in a group or 
row, then continue with another 
cluster of pyracantha or Bur- 
ford Holly. 


If a longer border or screen is 


required, a third choice of 
shrubs could be used or the 
yaupon repeated. 
For 
short 


borders requiring less than 
eight shrubs, the best effect can 
be obtained by using the same 
species throughout the planting. 


Shrub 
borders 
containing 


plants with colorful fruit will 
add interest 
to the winter 


landscape and provide food for 
the winter birds. Because of 
their size, pyracantha, Burford 
Holly, 
Photinia 
and 
plossy 


privet are better suited for 
screens and border plantings as 
they 
can 
develop to their 


natural shape and beauty. Too 
often they are used as foun- 
dation planting where they 
must undergo constant pruning 
to keep them within bounds. 


A cluster of small trees can 


add a pleasant change to shrub 
borders. Tree grouping can be 
effectively used at the corner of 
the yard or to visually break an 
overly long line of shrubs. 
Flowering crabapple, eastern 
redbud or other flowering trees 
c-ii/i be used for this purpose. In 
an area where an unusually tall 
screen is needed, the Caroline 
kiurelcherry is a good choice. 


A 
living 
screen 
is 
un- 


fortunately slower in providing 
protection than a wall or fence 


but it usually creates a more 
plc«3ing enclosure and is often 
better at reducing the force of 
the wind. A combination of 
fence and plant border in large 
yards will usually provide a 
pleasant 
solution 
to 
the 


problem. 


Most home gardens are off to 


a good start and many are 
already 
supplying 
plentiful 


amounts 
of 
wholesome 


vegetables. But, if production is 
to be maintained, insect control 
measures may be necessary. 


We remind home gardeners 


that not all insecticides are 
recommended for use on home 
gardens and the importance of 
using 
only 
acceptable 
in- 


secticides. Poor insect control 
may result from the use of the 
wrong insecticide and perhaps a 
bigger problem could come 
from residues on the treated 
vegetables. 


Restrictions have been placed 


on the use of some insecticides 
when applied to edible crops. 
Observance of these restric- 
tions will protect consumers 
from harmful residues. 


We have available from the 


county 
agent's 
office, 
in- 


formation on both insects and 
their control and we invite 


persons intersted in obtaining it 
to call or come by our office 
located in the Courthouse. 


We suggest that gardens be 


checked frequently for signs of 
insects or infestations, and if 
they are found, that contol 
measures be applied before the 
situation gets out of hand. 


Be wary of stinging insects. 


Persons who are allergic to 
stings from insects should be 
doubly careful.

sect 
stings 
than poisonious 


snakes 
with 
honey 
bees, 


bumblebees, and yellow jackets 
and wasps as the main culprits.
